The new salary scale is very small in- 
deed for men who give adequate service in 
these highly skilled posts. And if deputy 
ministers are not worth salaries like these, 
they should not be filling such important 
Joos 

kor, after all, the vital administrative 
work of the country rests with deputy min- 
isters and other civil service officials. They 
are the men who actually turn and control 
the wheels of the nation’s mechanism. 

It is highly important, then, that the 


best specialized brains of Canada be recruit- 
ed for these tasks. Obviously they cannot 
be so recruited unless the salary induce- 


ments are high enough 

The nation’s business is too important 
to be conducted by inferior men. 

“Since when has lack of information 
restrained GBS from talking?’’ asks a con- 
temporary a propos of George Bernard 
Shaw’s declining to speak about Canada 
because he did not know enough about it.
